A 0ISFATCH from London tells of 
a variety of panhandling, that 
seems to thrive among the patrons 
of p>pttlar theatres in different 
districts of the great city of Eng- 
land — London. The artful beggars 
sham epilepsy, counterfeit real 
wounds by means of sheep's blood 
concealed under the clothing, there- 
by loosening the parse-strings of 
the compassionate. Pretending to 
be deaf-mntes, these shameless im- 
postors garner liberal sums from 
the credulous and unwary. 

This last dodge was practic d 
with profit in America, until the hue 
and cry was raised by real deaf- 
mutes — who are an industrious and 
law-abiding class of citizens. How- 
ever, at varying periods and diffe- 
rent localities, the soft-hearted are 
still the victims of deaf impostors. 
In many States there are laws that 
punish the miscreants if caught, 
with the result that the number of 
impostors has dwindled down to 
almost negligibility. That is good 
so far, but the deaf must be alert 
and active in piosecuting — or at 
least in exposing — every case of im- 
position that is discovered; because 
a single case of alleged **deaf -mute*' 
beggary injures the characters of all. 
The public is slow to believe that 
the offense is perpetrated by a hear- 
ing hobo, but mentally tars all deaf- 
mutes by the assumption that the 
poor creatures are beggars. Where- 
as. lA^ deaf do not bez, but earn their 
own livelihood, support homes and 
families, pay their taxes, vote in- 
telligently, in a word, observe all the 
laws that govern good citizenship.

Sacramento, Calif, — Protesting 
against the tendency to exaggerate 
effects of ftocalled * 'cures*' of deaf 
pefjions by instruments and other 
devices guaranteed to restore hear- 
ing, Elwood A. Stevenson, principal 
of the California School for the Deaf 
at Berkeley, has submitted his bien- 
nial report to the State Department 
of Education. 

Alameda Coumy nas 33 students 
registered in the Berkeley school, 
the report shows. 

All deaf children are not deaf and 
the child supposedly born **deaf'* 
often has a remnant of hearing or a 
certain "sound perception/' the 
principal asserted. 

This ability to hear sounds does 
not prove that the person hears and 
understands the sound, Stevenson 
said, for there must be an area in 
the brain which receives the sound 
and interprets it as meaning some- 
thing. If that brain area is defec- 
tive, as it is in so many ''deaf stu- 
dents, sounds may be heard but they 
mean nothing, because that particu- 
lar brain area is defective and can- 
not interpret the sound. 

"To tell the world that Sam 
Jones, deaf from birth, surprised 
his teacher by holding a conversaticn 
with her through the use of a certain 
machine is utter nonsense, ' ' declared 
Stevenson. 

*'It would be similar to expecting 
the reader to suddenly without any 
previous knowledge hold a conver- 
sation in Hebrew. It is not the 
amplification or loudness of the 
sounds or speech given that is all 
important. There is a greater factor 
than this. It is the condition and 
the character of the receptive area 
in the brain that determines whether 
or not Sam Jones can understand. 
If this area in the brain is defective 
of course he cannot understand the 
sound he hears.*' 

Study has proven that the per- 
centage of absolutely stone deaf 
children in schools for the deaf is 
very small, said Stevenson. The 
rest have "sound*' hearing, but can- 
not interpret it! Stevenson believes 
this fact shows the reason for many 
of the statements of how the "deaf*' 
child "heard" over the radio or 
telephone, or how it is possible with 
certain instruments amplifying 
machines, and what not, to leach 
the deaf to hear aild revolutionize 
their education. 

The children "heard," true en- 
ough, but the sounds meant nothing. 
Such children can he taught to play 
a wind instrumer 
but Stevenson in^ 

not be taught to hear and interpret 
spoken lang^uge and that any attempt 
at such education is imfjossible and 
ihipracticable. 



Such statements as these are fre- 
quently made by the muscle-building 
trafficker: "There is nothing else 
that will as quickly or surely give 
you the big, bulging muscles and 
crushing strength that every red- 
blooded man wants." "My system 
is the last thing in Health and 
Energy Building. If vou really 
crave Super Power, Glorious Health, 
Uncanny Strength, Tremendous 
Nerve Force and a Perfectly Deve- 
loped Body, Mail This Enrollment 
Blank Right Now." 

Other phrases which occur fre- 
quently in such solicitations to buy 
dumb-bells or patented exercisers 
(usually with secret instructions by 
eminent strong men> are: "great 
power," "radiant, vibrant health," 
"wonderful strength," and "bound- 
less energy." 

Thus to stimulate what may result 
in violent efforts to build muscle, 
without regard for the phvsical con- 
dition of the individual, whether he 
is in condition to respond properly, 
is productive of a great harm. P^x- 
ercise is one of the imperative need*^ 
of man. But tennis and handball, 
as well as basketball, are dangerous 
in many cases after forty, and 
wisdom lies in consulting a physic- 
ian to learn what if any danges lies 
in playing them. 

Walking, swimming, golf, and 
riding, still remain for many who 
are disqualified from the more strenu- 
ous sports. They get one into the 
open air. stimulate deep breathing 
and stir up the blood, and develop 
muscles moderately in keeping with 
a person's legitimate needs. 

Daily moderate physical activity 
without taking pains to build muscle 
alone, is a requisite to good health. 
There is no short cut, no easy way, 
no secret system, nothing whatever 
which can be purchased for money 
alone to take its place.

Bulging mtiscles, re»etnblingliuge 
welt* on the body, are sometimes 
the ideal of the Jimall boy, bat their 
possession is no gtiarantee of good 
health. Lifting a team of horfies, 
by one*s teeth has no effect what- 
ever on cavities in those teeth 
which may be draining poison into 
the system to cause crippled jointJ> 
later. Chewing chains into frag- 
ments, bending crowbars double, 
are less useful in preserving health 
than chewing food properly and 
bending over a garden plot. 

There is nothing magical or mys- 
tical about the rules which result 
in maintaining health. In fact, 
they are so simple that many people 
will not believe them. A man who 
gets plenty of rest, a moderate 
amount of exercise daily» eats 
nourishing food, gets out in the 
sunshine and fresh air frequently, 
and avoids excesses of all sorts, 
including mere muscle building, is 
traveling a fairly safe road to good 
health. And if there be included in 
this regime a physical examination 
at least once a year for the early 
detection of serious disorders, there 
is not likely to be any need for re- 
course to drastic measures. 

It is a significant fact that this 
method of living is not only the 
means of preserving good health, 
it is also specifically the approved 
preventive rationale against tuber- 
culosis. For many years past, 
tuberculosis associations through- 
out the country, more than 1400 in 
number, have been promoting ihe 
spread of this knowledge as a part 
if their campaign, and if this 
knowledge were acted upon by 
everyone, there would be little need 
for the many other activities 
maintained by these associations in 
combating the disease.
